QUOTE: The Republic of Viet-Narrfhas agreed with the 
United States Government that the Paris talks should be 
resumed on April 27, 1972. The Government of the 
Republic of Viet- Nam recalls the numerous appeals of the 
other side to reopen the negotiations in Paris and is agreeing 


to do so on the assumption that the other side is prepared to s c 
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conduct serious and meaningful discussions which could i < 
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lead to a peaceful solution of the current conflict. 

The Republic of Viet-Nam emphasizes that the good intentions 
of the other side must also be proved by its cessation of 
its invasion of South Viet-Nam. 

Pending the peaceful solution sincerely sought by the Govern- 
ment of the Republic of Viet-Nam, the Government reaffirms 
its determination to defend its population and its territory 
*from invasion by North Vietnamese forces, whose flagrant 
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violation of the DMZ and the 1968 understandings have been 
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denounced by peoples throughout the world. UNQUOTE.
